ous desuetude. 


According to tbe general statutes of tbe 


state of New Jersey for 1S95, under "vice 
and immorality," is is declared not law- 
ful to flsh with a book or with a n^t; on 
the Lord's day. Hunting is forbidden; 
nor may one fire off a gun for joy or for 
any other reason. 
Work is forbidden es- 


cept such as is absolutely necessary or is 
for charity, which must be patent to the 
officer of the law. To cast a seme or draw 
one or to make use of one in any way is 
vicious and immoral. Driving is not to 
be done. Especially are draymen, drovers, 
carters, wagoners and butchers to beware 
of unseemly acts such as driving sheep, 
cattle or any animals. 


It is further "stated that "whereas public 


shows and exhibitions of divers kinds have 
of late been very frequent within tho state, 
whereby many strangers and worthless 
persons have unjustly gained and taken 
to themselves the money of tbe people, and 
It being fount! that; such shows and exbi 
bitions tend to no good or useful purpose 
in society, but, on tho contrary, to gather 
together great; numbers of idle and unsa- 
vory spectators as well as children and servo 
to corrupt their morals, such snows and 
exhibitions arc forbidden." 


These laws, which were approved fcytbe 


state legislature as recently as March 27, 
1874, expressly provide that liquor shall 
not be sold within three miles of a church, 
and that milk shall not bo peddled ^Sun- 
day mornings; neither shall any new spa- 
IK-IS bo issued. The words are, "It is un- 
lawful to print or sell newspapers and 
milk on tho morning of tbo Lord's day." 


Folk should not bo ou tho streets latex 


than 10 o'clock in the evening without such 
good and sufficient oivuso as will justify 
tho act in tbe eyes of the magistrate. 
Amusements are nc* good cause, nor is 
courtship. Witches aro to be pub to death 
and drunkards into tho stocks. 


Monopolies and corners wera not more 


popular in 1660 than now, for "engross- 
ing" merchandise is expressly prohibited. 
It was unlawful to buy up commodities in 
order to raise the price more thau was 
justly due. Tho marked price of liquor 
and other necessities was established by 
the selectmen. Violation 
of tho scaio 


marked by them meant loss of license and 
$4 fine.

There hangs in the belfry of the little 


Christian church in the town of Savan- 
nah in Andrew county, Mo., a bell which 
has a most remarkable history. In 18o2 
there occurred at Lexington the most dis- 
astrous accident which ever befell a 
steamboat on tbe Missouri river, and one 
attended with the greatest loss of hu- 
man life. Tbe Saluda, a side wheel steam- 
er with a battery of two boilers, was on 
its way up the river with a cargo of gen- 
eral merebaudis& and its cabin and lower 
deck crowded with passengers, the most 
of whom were Mormons. 


Tbe river was unusually high, and tbe 


current as it came around the point just 
above the town was extremely strong. 
To add to tiiese difficulties the river was 
full of floating ice which bad broken 
loose from a gorge higher up. Captain 
Francis T. Belt, commander of the boat, 
had made .repeated efforts to stem the 
rapid current, but bad as often failed. 
At last, on the morning of April 9, after 
waiting several days for the flood to sub- 
side, he again ordered steam to be raised 
for a final-effort. lie weut to the engine 
room, looked at the steam gauge and ask- 
ed the engineer bow many more pounds 
of steam it could staud. On being answer- 
ed that it had already every pound that 
it could safely carry he gave the com- 
mand, "Fill it up; put on more steam,"and 
remarked to the engineer, with an oath. 
tlint he would round the point or blow it 
up. lie then retired to the hurricane roof, 
rang the bell nud fc:'ve the final command 
to "cast looso the lines." The bow of the 
boat turned gently out into the stream as 
it was caught by the current. Tbe eu- 
giaos made but one revolution. Then 
came the terrible explosion, and all was 
chaos, darkness and death. 


The number of those who lost their 


lives by the explosion was never known. 
About 100 bodies were recovered, and it 
wns supposed that there were as many 
more victims whose remains were never 
found. Neatly all the oflicers of the boat 
v?ere killed. 


Tbe bell which had just sounded the 


deathknell of so rn.iny unfortunate ones 
was blown high up on the bank, vrhere- it 
was found uninjured. 
It was bought, 


•with what remained of the wreck, by cl 1 
Casper C-rubcr, who aftervrard sold it to 
the- Christian church at Savannah, and 
for nearly half a century it has hung in 
tho belfry there.

Ouc names 
a salini of wild duck, his neighbor a dish 
of stewed mushrooms, and so on.

From time to time the vonvives retire to 
smoke, and occasionally a refresher in 
the shape oC a coarse towel wrung out of 
hot water is handed round for the guohts 
to Kiiceessivoly_wipe thoir steaming face* 
with— au agiucablo process that has beeij 
imitated in thu luxurious toilet rooms ol 
the United States. The apotheosis of tlK 
dinner is the duck before alluded to. He 
is succeeded by a, few sweet dishes. Fi 
nally comes a bowl or two of white boiled 
rice or millet porridge—to clean the pal-( 
ate. In home dinners rice is the chief 
item; in restaurant dinners it is rigidly 
excluded until the finale, lliuce bouchea 
of wnnn water follow, then, a cup of tea, 
and the feast ia over. 


The guests bhoitly afterward disperse, 


the Lost apologizing for tho wretched 
dinner he has dared to sot before them, 
the guests politely protesting, emphasiz- 
ing their bincwUy and repletion by vol- 
leys of eructations. 


When the giver of the feast leaves the 


restaurant, ihe amount of the bill is, iq 
his honor, shrieked from court to court 
as far as the street door. A dinner such 
ns described for a dozen people would 
cost nbout 30 shillings, would last three 
hours or so and would inotudc, groat 
and small, mote than 50 dibhcs. — BlacU-

Thero is no organ in tbo human body 


which stands in greater need of rest than 
the brain, ami this rest, tho most effica- 
cious of oil, is afforded by sleep. An- 
other kind of rost is a Variation of work 
or a change of subject, tho best rest most 
frequently for tho higher or intellectual 
centers. An enormous amount of mental 
work can be undertaken if only sufficient 
variety is secured. In tho end, however, 
the brain demands sleep, and tins is more 
particularly tho case with children, and 
especially when they have been much cn- 
gngod in play. In tho case of adults hard 
moutul work up to the hour of going to 
bed mny causo tho loss of a night's rost, 
and it is an excellent plan to indulge iu 
somo kind of relaxation before retiring to 
rest, such as the perusal of lightaud amus- 
ing literature, some gamo or somo music. 


Children undoubtedly require 
moro 


sleep than grown up people. Even to the 
ago of 4 or 3 years a child should have one 
hour of Bleep or at least Test hi bed before 
its dinner, and it should be put to bed at | 
0 or 7 o'clock in tho evening up to the flf- j 
teonth j oar. Most young people require j 
ton hours of sleep «nd to the twentieth 
year nine hours. After that age every one 
must find out how much sleep he or she 
requires, though, as a general rule, at 
leu^t six to eight hours are necessary. 
During growth there mxist be ample sleep 
if the brain is to develop to its full extent, 
and tho more nervous, excitable or pre- 
cocious a child is tho longer sleep should 
it got if its intellectual progress is not to 
como to a proumturo standstill or life bo 
cut/ short at an early ago. Tho period, of full 
maturity, with its maximum of mental 
activity, is tho period of minimum de- 
mand for sloop.—Now York Lodger.

A Bisliop's Prediction. 


Bishop Butler, in a remarkable sermon 


preached in 1741 before the house of lords, 
predicted that tho then prevalent spirit of 
irreligion -would thereafter produce politi- 
cal and social disorders similar to and 
quite as deplorable as those which had 
been produced by religious fanaticism in 
the preceding century. 


The event very speedily proved the cor- 


rectness of this prediction. 


John Knox, the reformer, would seem 


to have possessed in no ordinary degree 
tho spirit of prediction and to have fore- 
told with accuracy not only certain re- 
markable events of public importance, but 
also the ultimate fate of certain individ- 
uals. 


Thus, when condemned to tho galleys at 


Eochellc, ho took his sentence with the 
greatest composure, merely remarking 
that in spito of it he would "within two 
or three years preach tho gospel in St. 


| GJlcs', Edinburgh." This prediction, moat 


improbable of accomplishment at tho time 
it was uttered, was afterward literally ful- 
filled. 


Knox predicted with accuracy the 


deaths of Thomas Maitland and Kirkcaldy 
of Grange, and solemnly warned the re- 
gent, Murray, not to go to Linlithgow, as 
if ho did so ho would there meet his death. 
Tho regent disregarded the warning and 
did meet with tho fate of which Knox had 
forewarned him.

In the body of tho bird 
there was room foe a number of shells, 
end the operator }>y touching a spring 
with his foot could drop theoa. upon the 
enemy from a safe distance. 


The ''professor" said that ho had com- 


pleted one bird and made a test of its 
speed and how it would wort:. He tied 
it to a flat ca-^which was coupled to a 
fast engine. 1& was attached to the Cat 
car with a long, strong rope. The word 
was given, and the railroad engine start- 
ed off at great speed. Tho Bird of Art 
did the same and had no trouble in keep- 
ing up with the iron horse without pull- 
ing on the rope. 


The "professor" concluded his remarks 


by saying he needed a little more money 
to make birds enough to destroy Grant's 
army and asked the old soldiers to con- 
tribute §1 'each, to the cause. Slany of 
them did, and the "professor" moved on 
and disappeared. 


No doubt many of the survivors hav 


forgotten this incident, but not long ago 
the writer met John W. Butler, a. com- 
mercial traveler, who belonged to tho 
Fourteenth S. C. ,V. in iSGi, and asked 
him:
